Note  (3). — Trading  is  prohibited  under  the  Trading  wdth  the  Enemy 
Proclamations  of  25th  June,  and  10th  November,  1916,  with  any  person

IS  Prohibited — continued. 

or  firm  of  enemy  nationality  resident  or  carrying  on  business  in  China, 
Siam,  Persia,  Morocco,  Liberia  or  Portuijuese  East  Africa.  Persons  or 
firms  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  therefore  prohibited  from  trading  with 
any  person  or  firm  of  enemy  nationality  in  any  of  those  countries,  even 
though  such  person  or  firm  is  not  mentioned  by  name  in  the  Statutory 
List. 

Note  (4). — In  order  to  minimise  as  far  as  possible  any  inconvenience 
which  may  be  caused  to  British  traders  by  the  dislocation  of  export  trade 
owing  to  the  inclusion  in  the  Statutory  List  of  a  former  connection,  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  is  collecting  and  classifying  the  names  of  non¬ 
enemy  firms  who  may  be  able  to  act  as  substitutes  for  firms  mentioned 
in  the  Statutory  List.  A  considerable  amount  of  information  is  already 
available  at  the  Foreign  Trade  Department,  and  it  is  in  m’any  cases  possible 
to  suggest  the  names  of  satisfactory  substitutes  without  the  necessity 
of  referring  the  matter  abroad.  The  Department  is,  however,  prepared 
on  application  to  enquire  of  His  Majesty’s  Kepresentatives  abroad  for 
the  names  of  suitable  substitutes.  When  the  applicant  wishes  this  done 
by  telegraph  he  is  required  to  undertake  to  pay  the  cost  of  telegraphic 
correspondence.  It  would  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Foreign 
Trade  Department  if  applicants  in  making  enquiries  would  specify  the 
particular  trade  or  trades  for  which  substitutes  are  required. 

Note  (5). — The  Statutory  List  for  each  country  is  telegraphed,  on 
the  day  of  issue,  to  His  Majesty’s  Representative  in  that  country,  who  is 
instructed  to  notify  accordingly  British  Consular  Officers,  to  whom  persons 
abroad  should  apply  for  information  as  to  names  on  the  List.  Persons 
and  firms  in  the  United  Kingdom  with  agencies  or  branches  abroad  would, 
however,  be  well  advised  to  furnish  such  agencies  or  branches  with  issues 
of  the  Lists  as  they  appear.  The  Lists  for  all  countries  in  Central  or 
South  America  are  also  telegraphed  to  His  Majesty’s  Ambassador  at 
Washington,  who  transmits  them  to  H..M.  Consul-General  at  New  York 
and  to  other  centres  in  the  United  States  likely  to  be  interested. 

Note.  (6). — It  is  not  unusual  for  firms  in  Holland  and  the  Netherlands 
East  Indies  to  be  registered  under  names  commencing  with  descriptive 
terms  such  as  “Handel  Maatschapoy”  (Trading  Company;  or  “  Naam- 
looze  Venootschap  ”  (Limited  Liability  Company).  In  such  cases  it  has 
been  found  more  convenient  to  yniblish  the  firm  under  its  proper  name, 
followed  by  the  general  descriptive  term  “  Handel  Maatschappy  ”  or  “  Naam- 
looze  Venootschap”  (N.V.),  as  in  the  case  of  an  English  company.  For 
instance,  Handel  Maatschappy  van  den  Berg  &  Company,  and  Naam- 
looze  V^enooischap  de  Komeet  v/h  Dumonceau  Freres  will  be  found  under 
“Berg”  and  “Komeet”  respectively,  and  not  under  “Handel”  or 
“  Naamlooze.”

PROHIBITED  EXPORTS. 

Complete  Lists  Available. 

The  Department  of  Commercial  Intellia'ence  has  received  from  the  War 
Trade  Department  a  number  of  copies  of  the  List  of  Goods,  the  export  of 
which  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  certain  or  all  destinations  is  prohibited 
by  the  Royal  Proclamation  of  10th  May,  1017,  as  amended  by  the  Orders-of- 
Conncil  of  “22nd  June,  18th  July,  14th  August,  and  ‘28th  August.  The  List 
is  thus  complete  to  date,  and,  within  the  limits  of  the  available  supply, 
British  firms  may  obtain  gratis  copies  of  the  List  on  application,  either 
personally  or  by  letter,  to  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence, 
78,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.  2.  In  making  written  application, 
envelopes  should  be  marked  “  Prohibited  Exports.” 


LICENCES  FOR  EXPORTS. 

memorandum  for  the  Information  of  the  Holders  of  Licences. 

The  following  Memorandum  for  the  information  of  holders  of  licences  has 
been  received  from  the  War  Trade  Department: — 

As  to  specific  Licences. 

(1)  An  export  licence  is  valid  for  the  period  named  therein.  The  word 
“  months  ”  should  be  regarded  as  meaning  “  calendar  months.”  If  for  any 
reason  the  licence  is  not  used  or  is  only  partly  used,  it  must  be  returned  to 
the  Secretary,  War  Trade  Department,  4.  Central  Buildings,  Westminster, 
S.W.  1,  on  the  expiry  of  the  period  for  which  it  was  granted,  together  with  a 
statement  showing  the  quantity,  net  weight  and  value,  of  the  goods,  if  any, 
which  have  been  exported. 

The  licence  should  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  indicating  clearly  the  purpose 
for  which  it  has  been  returned.  If  it  has  been  decided  not  to  export  the 
balance  of  the  goods,  the  reason  for  this  decision  should  be  stated.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  exporter  desires  an  extension  of  the  period  of  validity 'of  the 
licence  he  should  indicate  why  it  was  not  used  during  the  period  of  its  validity. 
The  probable  date  of  shipment  should  also  be  stated;  if  this  information 
cannot  be  given  the  licence  should,  nevertheless,  be  I'eturned  on  expiry  and, 
if  approved,  it  will  be  returned  to  the  exporter  duly  extended  for  a  period 
fixed  b}'  the  War  Trade  Department.  Should  that  period  expire  before  the 
goods  can  he  ship|)ed,  the  licence  should  again  be  returned  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  with  a  request  for  further  extension. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mitul  that  extensions  cannot  be  granted  as  a  matter  of 
course. 

Any  failure  to  comply  with  these  regulations  may  have  the  effect  of  pre¬ 
judicing  future  applications  for  licences  to  export  similar  goods,  or  for 
extensions  of  expired  licences. 

(2)  If  the  shipment  of  the  whole  consignment  at  one  and  the  same  time 
and  by  the  same  ship  cannot  lie  arranged  the  Collector  of  Customs  and 
Excise  at  any  port  named  in  the  licence  (including  any  additional  port 
allowed  in  accordance  with  panigraph  8  below)  has  discretion  to  allow  ship¬ 
ment  by  instalments  within  the  period  of  the  validity  of  the  licence. 

As  to  Alteration  of  Port  of  Shipment. 

(8)  Should  it  be  desired  to  alter  the  British  port  of  shipment  as  recorded 
on  the  licence,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Collector  of  Customs  and 
Excise  at  the  port  mentioned  on  the  licence,  or  at  the  intended  port  of  ship¬ 
ment,  and  not  to  the  War  Trade  Department  (see  paragraphs  2.  8,  and  7). 
This  does  not  apply  to  licences  for  the  export  of  Coal,  Coke  or  Manufactured 
Fuel;  and  applications  for  an  alteration  of  port  in  respect  of  these  com¬ 
modities  must  be  addressed  to  the  War  Trade  Department  (Coal  Division),  3, 
Central  Buildings,  Westminster,  S.W,  1. 
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Licence.s  for  Exports — continvied. 

As  to  General  Licences. 

(4)  General  licences  unless  otherwise  .stated  allow  shipment  to  take  place 
at  any  port  in  the  United  Kingdom.  These  licences  must  be  returned  to  the 
War  Trade  Department  on  expiry  under  the  same  conditions  as  apply  to 
specific  licences  (see  paragraph  1). 

As  to  Licences  for  Transmission  by  Post. 

(5)  A  licence  authorising  transmission  by  parcel  post  is  available  only  at 
the  Post  Office  mentioned  therein.  It  must  not  be  used  for  ordinary  shipments, 
'nor  must  a  shipping  licence  he  used  for  e.'ports  by  Post. 

A  Post  licence  is  available  for  one  posting  onl}'  and  must  be  surrendered 
to  the  Postmaster  with  the  parcels  to  which  it  relates. 

Licences  cannot  be  granted  for  the  export  of  prohibited  goods  by  letter 
post. 

As  to  Licences  Generally. 

(6)  A  licence  imist  not  u'lider  any  circumstances  be  altered  by  the  holder 
thereof.  Infringement  of  this  rule  renders  the  offender  liable  to  prosecution. 

(7}  Applications  for  amendments  to  licences  [other  than  amendment  of 
port  of  shijunent — as  to  which  see  (.‘I)]  must  be  made  to  the  AV’^ar  Trade 
Department,  and  will  only  be  considered  where  satisfactory  reasons  are 
given.* 

(8)  In  all  corres|)ondence  relating  to  licences,  the  number  and  date  of  the 
licence  should  be  quoted. 

(f*)  A  licence  may  be  revoked  if  at  any  time  circumstances  arise  rendering 
this  course  necessai}',  and  it  must  be  returned  to  the  War  Trade  Department 
immediately  on  recei[)t  of  a  reciuest  to  this  effect. 

(10)  The  grant  of  a  licence  does  tmt  in  an}'  way  relieve  an  exporter  of  his 
|>crsonal  responsibility  under  the  law  relating  to  Trading  with  the  Kneni}' ; 
and  he  should  take  all  possible  stej)s  to  ensure  that  the  goods — 

(i)  will  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  reach  an  enemy  or  enemy  territory  ; 
and 

(ii)  will  not  Ije  used  in  the  production  of  other  goods  for  export  to  an 
•  enemy  or  enemy  territory. 

This  Memorandum  cancels  all  precious  Memoranda. 

The  following  statutory  requirements  which  impose  penalties  for  default 
must  be  complied  with  : — 

(а)  Where  a  licence  to  export  any  goods  authori.ses  the  exportation 
thereof  to  a  j)articular  person  or  ])lace,  or  to  a  particular  person  at 
a  particular  place  named  in  the  licence,  the  name  of  the  person  or 
place,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  must  lie  inserted  in  all  invoices, 
bills  of  lading,  manifests  and  other  documents  relaitng  to  the  goods, 
(o  Geo.  r>,  c.  .’ll,  s.

(c)  The  exporter  may  lie  reejuired  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 

Excise  to  produce  evidence  to  their  satisfaction  that  goods  have  not 
reached  a  person  who  is  an  enemy  or  treated  as  an  enemy,  or  a 
country  which  is  an  enemy  country  or  treated  as  an  enemy  country, 
under  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  force  relating  to  trading  with 
the  enemy.  (5  Geo.  5,  c.  dl,  s.  5;  5  A  fi  Geo.  5,  c.  71,  s.  1  ;  5  A  fi 
Geo.  5,  c.  1U2,  s.  2.) 

(d)  The  exjiorter  must  not  bring  prohibited  goods  to  any  quay  or  other 
place  to  be  shijiped  unless  a  licence  for  their  export  has  been  issued.

Goods  Art,  1916,  which  contains  provisions  under  which  it  is  an  offence,  punishable 
summarily,  to  make  false  statements  or  present  false  ileclarations,  guarantees,  certifi¬ 
cates  or  undertakings  in  connection  with  applications  for  licences. 
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EXPORTS  PROHIBITED  TO  SWEDEN,  NORWAY,  DENMARK  AND 
THE  NETHERLANDS. 

A  Ro3al  Proclamation,  dated  29th  Septernbor,  revokes,  as  from  8th 
October,  the  Proclamation  of  18th  August,  191b  (see  p.  541  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  24th  August,  1916)  relative  to  the  prohibition  of  exports 
to  Sweden,  and  declares  that,  on  and  after  8th  October,  all  goods  (with  the 
undermentioned  exceptions)  are  to  be  prohil)ited  to  be  exported  to  all  ports 
and  destinations  in  Sweden,  .Vorwaj-,  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands.  The 
exceptions  referred  to  are:  (1)  Printed  matter  of  all  descriptions*;  and  (2) 
personal  effects  accompanied  by  their  owners. 

Notice  respecting  Licences. 

In  reference  to  the  above-mentioned  Ro^’al  Proclamation,  the  Director  of 
the  War  Trade  Department  desires  to  state  that  it  is  not  proposed  imme¬ 
diately  to  refuse  all  consideration  of  applications  for  tlie  grant  of  licences 
for  the  export  of  goods  which  have  not  hitherto  been  prohibited  from  export 
to  Norwa}',  Sweden,  Denmark  aiid  Holland,  b>it  which  now  become  pro¬ 
hibited  under  the  new  Proclamation.  Exporters  are  warned,  however,  that 
the  continuance  of  this  arrangement  must  not  be  counted  upon. 

The  special  arrangements  in  regiird  to  the  export  of  goods  to  Sweden, 
announced  by  the  W’ar  Trade  De[)artment  on  the  18th  August,  1916  (.see 
p.  .542  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  of  24th  August,  1916),  are  withdrawn 
as  from  8th  October,  1917,  Sweden  being  thus  i)laced  on  the  .same  footing 
as  the  other  Scandinavian  countries  and  Holland. 

This  order  also  applies  to  articles  consigned  by  parcels  ])ost. 

Meanwhile  licences  already’  issued  for  the  export  of  goods  to  the  above 
countries  must  be  regarded  as  provisionally  suspended.  This  however  will 
not  apply  to  the  shipment  of  coal.  (D.C.I.  47,062.) 


EXPORTS  OF  COTTON  YARN  AND  THREAD. 
Applications  for  Licences  to  Export  to  Denmark  and  Norway. 

The  Director  of  the  War  Trade  Department  notifies  that  the  Cotton  Export 
Committee  have  received  applications  for  licences  to  export  cotton  y  arn  and 
thread  to  Denmark  arid  Norway  in  respect  of  larger  f(uantities  than  they  will 
be  able  to  grant  for  some  time.  It  has  therefore  been  decided  that  for  the 
present  no  new  applications  will  be  accepted.  Notice  will  be  given  in  the 
“  Hoard  of  Trside  Journtil  ”  when  further  applications  can  be  received.

EXEMPTIONS  FROM  STEEL  (EXPORT)  REGULATIONS. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  pp.  546-8  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal” 
of  22nd  February  last  relative  to  articles  which  it  had  been  decided  to 
exempt  from  the  necessity  of  lieence  or  certificate  as  far  as  the  prohibitions 
relating  to  the  export  of  steel  were  concerned,  it  is  notified  by  the  Director 
of  the  War  Trade  Department  that  the  following  goods  are  now  regarded  as 
tc(7// in  the  terms  of  the  prohibitions  affecting  the  export  of  articles  wholly 
manufactured  of  steel  or  of  iron  wire,  and  may  only  he  exported  on  licence 
from  the  War  Trade  Department;  and  that  the  notice  referred  to  .«hould  be 
amended  accordingly  : —

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PASSPORTS  FOR  SWEDEN. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  669  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  27th  September  relative  to  passports  required  lor  Sweden  and  other 
countries,  it  is  notified  that  H.M.  .Minister  at  Stockholm  has  forwarded 
a  translation  of  a  Royal  Decree  of  IJth  .\ugust  (No.  57>2)  relating  to  the 
obligation  for  travellers  arriving  in  Sweden  to  be  furnished  with  passports. 

Among  other  provisions  in  tlie  Decree  is  one  which  states,  in  effect,  that 
crews  of  vessels  arriving  in  Sweden  must  be  furnished  with  passports. 
A  rise  is  necessary  only  if  a  member  of  the  crew  wislies  to  land.  It  is  incumbent 
on  the  masters  of  ves.sels  to  see  that  their  crews  observe  the  regulations. 

The  Decree  came  into  force  on  1st  September,  but  in  the  case  of  aliens 
who  .started  their  journey  at  such  a  time  that  they  could  not  reasonably  be 
j)resuined  to  have  a  knowledge  of  the  regulations,  the  provisions  of  the 
Decree  were  not  to  apply  until  1st  October.  The  Decree  will  continue  in 
force  until  the  end  of  1918.

REGISTRY  OF  GOVERNMENT  SHIPS. 

An  Order-in-Council,  dated  29th  September,  .sets  out  Regulations  for  the 
registry  of  Government  ships  in  the  service  of  the  Shipping  Controller. 

The  text  of  the  Order  is  published  in  the  “  London  Gazette  ”  of  2nd  October, 
copies  of  the  Official  Intelligence  Section  of  which  may  be  obtained,  price  8d. 
(post  free  8^d.)  through  the  sources  mentioned  on  the  cover  of  the  “  Board  of 
Trade  Journal.” 

NEW  DEFENCE  OF  THE  REALM  REGULATIONS. 

An  Order-in-Council.  dated  29th  September,  further  amends  the  Regulations 
(called  the  “  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations”)  under  the  Defence  of  the 
Realm  Consolidation  Act,  1914,  for  securing  the  public  safety  and  the  Defence 
of  the  Realm.  'I'he  Order  referred  to  orders  the  following,  amongst  other, 
amendments  to  be  made : — 

Pilotage  of  Vessels. 

Regulation  39  is  amended  by  the  insertion,  after  the  words  “  payment  of 
pilots,”  of  the  following  paragraph  : — 

“The  power  of  the  Army  Council  under  this  regulation  to  make  orders 
providing  tor  pilotage  l)eing  compulsory  may,  as  resjiects  vessels  within  the 
limits  of  any  defended  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  be  exerci.'ed  by  the 
competent  military  authority  or  any  pilotage  authority  duly  autiiori.sed  by 
him  in  writing.” 

Prevention  of  Congestion  of  Traffic  at  Ports  and  Harbours. 

After  Regulation  39cc  the  following  regulatien  is  inserted  : — 

“  39ccc.  If  it  appears  to  the  iShipping  Controller  that  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  congestion  of  traffic  it  is  desirable  to  provide  further  storage 
accommodation  at  any  port  or  harbour  in  tlie  United  Kingdom,  the  Shipping 
Controller,  or  any  person  duly  authorised  by  him  in  that  behalf,  may  take 
possession  of  such  buildings  or  other  propert  j’  as  the  Shipping  Controller  may 
think  necessary  for  the  purpo.se  of  providing  the  requisite  accommodation.” 
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CARRIAGE  OF  GOODS  ON  CANALS. 

The  (’hairman  of  the  Canal  Control  Committee  (Board  of  Trade)  directs 
the  attention  of  manufacturers,  merchants,  exporters  and  importers  to  the 
desirability’  of  their  using  the  inland  waterways  of  the  country  for  the 
conveyance  of  all  kinds  of  traffic  which  can  be  conveyed  by  water. 

The  principal  object  for  which  the  Canal  Control  Committee  has  been 
appointed  is  to  relieve  the  traffic  on  the  railways  by  incrnasing  the  amount 
carried  on  canals.  The  railways  have  already  been  depleted  of  much  of  their 
equipment,  a  con-siderable  numl>er  of  their  experienced  workers  have  gone 
into  the  Army,  and  the  quaniity  oc  traffic  of  all  kinds  with  which  the 
railways  have  to  deal  has  greatly  increased.  As  a  result  they  are  to-day 
severely  taxed,  and  it  has  become  an  urgent  necessity  that  they  should  be 
afforded  relief.  One  method  of  giving  this  relief  will  be  to  divert  as  much 
traffic  as  possible  from  railways  to  canals. 

This  Committee  has  appointed  three  Sub-Committees  to  assist  it,  namely  : — ■ 
the  Northern  Sub- Committee,  Aire  and  (’alder  Navigation  Offices,  Dock 
Street,  Leeds ;  the  Midland  Sub-Committee,  Norwich  Union  Chamiiers, 
Congreve  Street,  Birmingham;  and  the  Southern  Sub-Committee,  Grand 
Junction  Canal  Company’s  Offices,  21,  Surrey  Street,  Strand.  London, 
W.C.  2. 

The  canals  under  the  coritrol  of  this  Committee  have  been  placed  under 
these  three  Sub-Committees  in  the  following  order: —

Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal ;  Aire  and  Calder  Navigation  ;  Bradford 
Canal;  Sheffield  and  South  Yorkshire  Navigation;  New  Junction 
(’anal  ;  Calder  and  Hebble  Navigation  ;  Rochdale  Canal  ;  and 
Bridgwater  Canals. 

Midla.vd  Sub-Committee. — 

Trent  Navigation  ;  W’eaver  Navigation  ;  Staffordshire  and  Worcester 
Canal ;  Birmingham  Canals;  Coventry  Canal ;  Lougiiborough  Naviga¬ 
tion  ;  Leicester  Navigation;  Shropshire  Union  Canals;  Worcester 
and  Birmingham  (’anal;  Severn  Navigation;  Gloucester  and  Berkeley 
Ship  Canal ;  and  Erewash  Canal. 

Southern  Sub-Committee. — 

Birmingham  and  Warwick  Junction;  Warwick  and  Birmingham 
Canal;  Warwick  and  Napton  Canal;  Oxford  Canal;  Grand  Junction 
Canal ;  and  Regent’s  Canal. 

The  .Sub-Committees  are  formed  of  representatives  of  the  canal  companies 
and  of  the  carriers,  with  official  representatives  of  the  War  Office,  Ministry 
ot  Munitions,  and  the  Railway  Executive  Committee,  and  each  is  presided 
over  by  an  indejiendeiit  Chairman. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war  both  the  canal  companies  and  the  carriers 
On  the  canals  have  lost  a  considerable  number  of  their  employees,  but  the 
Canal  Control  Committee  is  taking  steps  to  provide  crews  for  as  large  a 
number  of  boats  as  possible,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  greater  nuinlier  of  boats 
capable  of  carrying  traffic  will  be  available  at  an  early  date. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  all  engaged  in  sending  or  receiving  goods  of  any 
kind,  but  more  especially  those  kinds  which  are  suitable  for  canal  transport, 
should  reali.se  the  difficulties  in  connection  with  transport  in  this  country, 
and  that  these  difficulties  are  likely  to  increase  owing  to  the  requirements  of 
the  war.  It  is  also  desirable  that  all  who  have  wharfage  accommodation  on, 
or  who  are  in  close  proximity  to,  inland  waterways,  should  not  only  use  the 
existing  facilities  to  a  greater  extent  than  heretofore,  but  should,  when 
practicable,  provide  them-selves  with  boats  for  canal  traffic.  Several  firms  at 
the  present  time  have  their  own  boats,  but  a  number  of  boats  are  not  in  use, 
and  it  is  possible  that  arrangements  can  be  made  to  secure  some  of  these  idle 
boats  for  any  firm  who  may  be  able  to  use  them.  (Information  regarding 
these  boats  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Sub- Committees.)  It  is 
thought  that  most  firms  would  be  able  to  find  one  or  two  men  in  their  own 
employment  over  military  age,  who,  after  a  few  weeks’  traS'ing,  would  be 
able  to  work  the  firm’s  boat. 

Canal  carriers  are  now  in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  traffic  than  they 
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Carkiage  of  Goods  on  Canals — continued. 
were,  and  the  Coramittee  hope  that  the  arrangements  made  will  enable  a 
greater  amount  of  traffic  to  be  dealt  with  by  canals  than  has  hitherto  been 
the  case. 

The  Canal  Control  Committee  desire  that  these  views  and  suggestions 
should  be  widely  known  among  senders  and  receivers  of  heavy  traffic,  in 
order  that  every  step  may  be  taken  to  give  relief  to  the  railways  by  sending 
and  receiving  as  often  as  may  be  possible  their  commodities  by  inland  water. 

If  there  are  any  difficulties  in  the  way,  or  if  there  are  anj’  suggestions  to 
be  made,  the  Committee  will  be  glad  to  hear  of  them.  The  Offices  of  the 
Committee  are  at  7,  Princes  Street,  Westminster,  London,  S.W.  1.

OFFICERS’  UNIFORMS  AND  STANDARD  CLOTHS  FOR  SAME. 

The  Secretaiy  of  the  War  Office  announces  the  following  scheme  of  manu¬ 
facture  and  snpi)ly  of  standard  cloths  for  officers’  clothing  : — 

The  merchant,  having  been  registered  on  the  list  of  those  authorised  to 
su])ply  officers’  standard  cloths  (see  notice  on  p.  o-14  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  loth  September),  will  place  his  order  with  the  manufacturer. 
If  the  manufacturer  is  unable  to  e.xecute  the  order  he  should  so  inform  the 
merchant,  who  will  then  appl}’  to  another  manufacturer,  or,  in  the  case  of 
difficult}',  to  the  War  Department  (’loth  Office,  Bradford.  The  manufacturer 
will  make  his  ap|)lication  for  wool  or  wor.sted  to  the  Director  of  Army 
Contracts  on  Form  A  1  (Manufacturers)  in  triplicate.  One  copy  will  be 
retained  by  the  manufacturer  and  two  copies  forwarded  to  the  Director  of 
Army  Contracts,  Imperial  House,  Tothill  .Street,  London,  .S.W,  1,  who  will 
transmit  one  of  them  to  the  War  Department  Cloth  Office,  Great  Northern 
Hotel,  Bradford. 

Supply  of  the  material  required  by  the  manufacturer  will  be  arranged  by 
the  War  De[)artment  Cloth  Office,  Bradford,  who  will  notify  the  District 
Allocation  Committee  concerned  of  the  (juantity  of  cloth  and  amount  of 
material  allocated. 

The  rates  at  which  the  cloth  may  be  sold  by  the  manufacturer  and 
merchant  have  been  fixed,  and  the  tailor  will  also  be  required  to  sell  the 
finishe<l  g.nrment  at  a  price  not  exceeding  a  fixed  rate  to  l)e  published  later. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice,  the  manufacturer’s  price  will  be 
based  on  d8  in.  to  each  yard,  and  the  merchant  will  .sell  to  the  tailor  at  in. 
to  the  yard  with  an  allowance  of  y  yard  for  each  10  yards. 

A  list  of  merchants  prepared  to  deal  on  these  terms  will  be  compiled  and 
will  be  obtainable  from  the  Director  of  Army  Contracts. 

Bunches  of  cloth  can  lie  obtained  from  the  War  Dejiartment  Cloth  Office, 
Bradford,  at  cost  price  by  the  tailors  and  merchants  on  the  approved  list  and 
also  by  manufacturers.  Samples,  7  in.  or  14  in.  across  the  piece  (in  the  case 
of  5/4  goods.  14  in.  or  28  in.),  can  be  obtained  by  manufacturers  and  merchants 
from  the  same  address,  also  at  cost  price. 

The  approved  cloths,  16  in  number,  covering  various  weight.?  of  Whipcord, 
Barathea,  Bedford  Cord,  Serge,  British  Warm  Fleecy  and  Melton,  will  bear 
serial  Nos.  P.A.  1.,  i’.A.  2.,  etc. 

The  clcth  will  be  identified  by  an  orange  and  white  selvage,  and  is  not  to 
be  use<l  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  making  uniforms  for  officers  holding 
a  commission  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces. 

All  cuttings  will  have  to  be  returned  monthly  to  the  Army  Clothing  Depot, 
Dewsbury,  and  will  be  paid  for  at  rates  to  lie  fixed  by  the  Department. 

Manufacturers  and  tailors,  before  being  allowed  to  deal  in  the  cloth,  will  be 
required  to  undertake  compliance  with  the  Fair  Wages  Clause  embodied  in 
the  Hou.se  of  Commons  Resolution  datetl  the  Ibth  March,  1909;  tailors  will 
be  reijuired  to  pay  for  labour  not  less  than  the  amount  fixed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  each  garment,  and  to  comply  with  the  regulations  laid  down  by  the 
Director  of  Army  Contracts. 

Applications  from  merchants  and  tailors  desiring  to  be  placed  on  the 
approved  list  of  firms  to  deal  in  these  cloths  should  be  addres.sed  to  the 
Director  of  Army  Contracts,  as  aliove. 
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DELIVERIES  OF  MERINO  TOPS. 

Permits  Necessary. 

An  Order  made  by  the  Army  Council,  under  date  29th  September, 
provides  as  follows  : — 

No  person  shall  after  30th  September,  1917,  deliver  anj'  merino  tops  other¬ 
wise  than  under  permit  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Raw 
Materials,  or  against  a  rationing  sub-certificate  issued  on  the  authority  of  a 
District  Rationing  Committee. 

Particulars  Required. 

The  War  Otiice  (Wool  Section)  directs  attention  to  the  Army  Council 
Order,  dated  23rd  August  (see  p.  003  of  the  “  Hoard  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  6th 
September),  whereby  it  is  directed  that  particulars  of  all  deliveries  of  merino 
tops  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  District  Priority  Committee. 
It  appears  that  some  of  these  returns  have  not  been  furnished  promptly, 
and  it  is  therefore  announced  that  failure  to  supply  the  necessary  particulars 
constitutes  an  offence  against  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations,  and 
renders  persons  liable  to  the  usual  penalties. 


MANUFACTURE  OF  AND  DEALINGS  IN  WOOL. 
Particulars  Required. 

The  Army  Council  have  made  an  Order,  dated  29th  September,  requiring 
all  persons  engaged  in  the  production,  manufacture,  purchase,  sale,  distri¬ 
bution,  transport,  storage,  or  shipment  of  wool,  or  of  any  article  or  material 
wholly  or  jiartly  manufactured  therefrom,  or  of  any  article  recjuired  for  or  in 
connection  with  the  production  thereof,  to  give  such  particulars  as  to  their 
business  as  may  be  re()uired  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Raw 
^laterials. 


MAXIMUM  PRICES  FOR  HEMP,  TOW  AND  SISAL  FIBRE. 

The  Army  Council  have  made  an  Order,  under  date  17th  September, 
ordering  that  no  person  shall  sell  any  New  Zealand  hemp  or  tow  or  East

FELLM0N(}ERING  SHEEP  AND  LAMB  SKINS. 
Particulars  and  Permits  Required. 

The  Army  Council  have  made  an  Order,  under  date  21st  September,  to 
the  effect  that  no  person  in  (Jreat  Britain  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Raw  Matei-ials,  fellmonger  any  skins  taken 
from  sheep  or  lambs ;  and  that  all  persons  engaged  in  fellmongering  sheep 
or  lamb  skins  shall  furnish  such  particulars  as  to  their  business  as  may  be 
required  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director. 

This  Order  came  into  force  on  1st  October. 

Applications  for  permits  should  l)e  made  to  the  Director,  Room  552,  Caxton 
House,  Tothill  Street,  Westminster,  London,  S.W,  1.  Permits  will  be  given 
to  all  recognised  fell  mongers  of  British  skins  to  handle  these  skins,  and 
similarly  to  all  fellmongers  of  Colonial  skins  to  handle  such  Colonial  skins. 
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RESTRICTIONS  ON  DEALINGS  IN  HOSIERY  NEEDLES. 

The  Army  Council  have  made  an  Order,  dated  24th  September,  which  is 
to  the  following  effect : — 

No  person  shad,  without  a  permit  issued  by  or  on  Itehalf  of  the  Hosiery 
Needle  Committee,  enter  into  any  contract  for  the  purcha.se,  sale,  delivery, 
manufacture  or  loan  of  any  hosiery  latch  needles. 

Jiefore  any  contract  of  the  description  aforesaid  is  entered  into,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  parties  to  apply,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  de.scribed  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials,  to  the  Hosiery  Needle  Com¬ 
mittee  for  a  })ermit  to  complete  the  transaction,  and  no  contract  of  the 
description  afore.said  shall  l)e  completed  by  manufacture,  deliver}-  or  payment 
unless  and  until  such  permit  is  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  said  Committee, 

No  person  shall  make  or  take  delivery  of  any  ho.sicry  latch  needles  other- 
wi.se  than  in  pursuance  of  a  contract  duly  authorised  by  the  said  Committee 
in  accordance  with  the  provision  thereof. 

Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  parties  to  any  of  the  transactions  herein  speci¬ 
fied  to  require  or  disclose  as  the  case  may  be  all  such  information  as  may  be 
necessary  for  or  required  by  such  parties  as  aforesaid,  or  by  the  s  tid  Committee 
or  by  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  them  or 
him  that  the  provisions  of  this  Order  have  not  been  contravened. 

This  Order  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1917. 


ACETIC  ACID  CLASSED  AS  WAR  MATERIAL 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  l)7t)  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  .Journal  ”  of 
27th  September  relative  to  an  Order  made  by  the  Minister  of  .Munitions 
ordering  that  the  war  material  to  which  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulation 
.‘10a  applies  should  include  glacial  acetic  acid  and  acetic  acid  of  a  purity  of 
60  per  cent,  and  over,  it  is  notified  that  the  Minister  has  made  a  further 
Order,  under  date  1st  October,  ordering  that  on  and  after  that  date  the 
Regulation  is  to  apply  to  acetic  acid  of  all  strengths.

CHEMICAL  TRADES  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED.

'The  Committee  will 
lie  compo-ed  as  follows:  Sir  Keith  W.  Price  (Chairman),  Ministry  of  Muni¬ 
tions  ;  Mr.  John  Anderson.  Secretary,  National  Health  Insurance  Commission 
(Eng.),  attac-hrd  -Ministry  of  .Shipping;  -Mr.  .1.  F.  Brunner,  .M.P.,  Mr.  Charles 
Carpenter.  D.Sc ,  M.I.C.E. ;  Professor  ,J.  G.  Lawn,  E.vplosives  Dejiartment, 
Ministry  of -Munitions ;  Sir  William  Pearce,  M.P. ;  Mr.  K.  B.  Quinan,  C.H., 
Explosives  Suppl}-  Department,  Ministry  of  -Munitions ;  and  the  Rt.  Hon. 
J.  W.  Wilson,  M.P.  -Mr.  G.  (,’.  -Smallwood,  of  the  Ministry  of  Munitions,  will 
act  as  Secretary  to  the  Committee. 

The  Orticers  of  Government  Departments  are  appointed  with  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  their  respective  Mini.sters,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Committee 
have  been  appointed  at  the  suggestion  of  a  representative  meeting  of  Chemi¬ 
cal  -Manufacturers. 

Dr.  Addison  has  requested  the  Committee  to  conduct  their  deliberations 
with  a  view  to  the  creation  of  some  organisation  which  should  be  adi'quately 
representative  of  the  trade  as  a  whole  and  by  means  of  which  the  trade  may 
be  enabled  hereafter  to  continue  to  develop  its  own  resources  and  to  enlist 
the  clo.sest  co-operation  of  all  those  engaged  in  the  chemical  industr}'. 

PARCEL  POST  TO  BRAZIL 

The  limit  of  weight  applicable  to  postal  parcels  for  Brazil  for  transmission 
by  way  of  Portugal  has  been  raised  from  fi.J  lb.  to  11  lb.,  and  the  following 
r^uced  rates  of  postage  have  been  introduced : —

between  the  evening  of  dOth  August  and  the  evening  of  8th  September  has 
been  lost  at  sea  through  enemy  action. 

Registration  or  insurance  with  the  Post  Office  does  not  cover  losses  due  to 
act.H  of  war,  and  no  claims  arising  out  of  the  loss  of  this  mail  can  accordingly 
l)e  entertained. 

MINISTRY  OF  FOOD  ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  has  issued  the  following  announcements  and 
Orders  : — 

The  Potatoes  (Postponement  of  Date)  Order,  1917. 

An  Order,  dated  27th  September,  has  the  effect  of  postponing  the  latest 
date  on  which  wholesale  dealers  and  retail  dealers  in  potatoes  may  apply 
for  registration  from  1st  October  to  8th  October. 

Forms  of  application  are  obtainable,  on  request,  from  the  Local  Food  Office 
for  the  area  in  which  the  dealer’s  premises  are  situated. 

The  Lard  Returns  Order,  1917. 

Persons  holding  stocks  of  more  than  10  tons  of  lard  on  29th  September 
(other  than  neutral  lard  and  compound)  were  required,  by  an  Order  of  the 
Food  Controller,  dated  29th  September,  to  furnish  him  by  3rd  October  with 
a  return  showing  particulars  of  these  stocks.  The  Order  does  not  apply  to 
those  who  hold  lard  merely  as  storekeeper.s. 

The  Meat  (Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1917. 

The  Meat  (Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1917,  dated  29th  September,  lays 
down  the  maximum  wholesale  prices  for  various  cuts  of  meat  sold  during  the 
fortnight  ending  13th  October  in  the  area  comftrising  the  City  of  London, 
and  the  counties  of  Middle.sex,  Surrey,  Kent,  Essex,  and  Sussex. 

Maximum  Prices  for  Butter. 

The  Food  Controller  has  issued  a  notice  adjusting,  as  from  2nd  October, 
the  maximum  prices  of  Irish  butter  to  meet  the  increased  price  of  milk  as 
from  the  beginning  of  October. 

Further,  Hritish-made  butter  which  has  not  up  to  the  present  been  under 
control,  is  brought  under  control  at  corres})onding  maximum  prices. 

These  prices  involve  in  the  aggregate  an  increase  in  the  price  of  Irish 
butter  in  bulk  but  no  increase  in  butter  supplied  in  other  forms.  They  will 
involve  an  appreciable  reduction  in  the  price  of  British  made  butter  other 
than.  Irish. 

The  Cheese  Order  (Maximum  Prices),  No.  2,  1917. 

Under  this  Order,  which  is  dated  1st  October,  the  Food  Controller  pre¬ 
scribes  first-hand  prices  for  the  several  varieties  of  cheese  upon  all  sales  by 
or  on  behalf  of  makers  for  delivery  (a)  in  October,  and  (6)  on  or  after  1st 
November. 

The  Wheat  (Channel  Islands  and  Isle  of  Man)  Export  Order,  1917. 

The  operative  clause  of  this  Order,  which  is  dated  1st  October,  is  as 
follows : — “  Except  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  licence 
granted  by  or  with  the  authority  of  the  Food  (’ontroller,  a  person  shall  not 
after  the  1st  October,  1917,  consign  or  ship  any  wheat  from  any  port  of  the 
United  Kingdom  to  any  destination  in  the  (ffiannel  Islands  or  to  the  I.sle  of 
Man  except  wheat  already  on  shipboard  for  transport  on  that  day.” 
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TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 


CHINA  (Foochow). — H.M.  Consul  at  Foochow  (Mr.  F.  E.  Wilkinson, 
C.M.G.)  has  furnished  the  followinjj  notes  on  trade  conditions  in  his  Consular 
district  during  the  June  quarter : — 

Trade  during  the  quarter. — Owing  to  the  disturbed  jiolitical  situation  in 
China,  and  local  financial  stringency,  business  has  been  in  a  dull  condition, 
and  there  have  l)een  several  failures  amongst  Chinese  firms.  The  foreign 
import  trade  has  been  particularly  stagnant  in  all  but  Japanese  goods, 
which,  owing  to  the  many  advantages  they  enjoy,  have  been  able  to  hold 
their  own. 

Tea  trade. — The  prospects  of  the  tea  trade  have  been  rendered  even  more 
depressing  than  was  anticipated  by  the  closing  of  the  Australian  market  in 
addition  to  that  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  virtual  closing  of  the  French 
market  owing  to  the  absence  of  shipping  facilities,  leaving  only  the  Russian,^ 
with  very  restricted  tonnage  available,  and  the  American  markets.  Good 
orders  were  received  from  Russia  for  flowery  pekoes,  and  after  some  diffi¬ 
culty  caused  by  financial  stringency  the  teas  were  procured,  but  the  bulk  of 
them  are  still  unshipped  as  tonnage  is  inadequate  to  get  them  forward. 
There  are  also  considerable  quantities  of  waisan  awaiting  shipment  to  the 
Russian  Central  Asian  market.  Teamen  were  discouraged  from  making 
congous  and  .souchongs,  in  spite  of  which  supplies  to  hand  are  considerably 
in  excess  of  what  the  situation  warrants.  With  rising  freight  and  exchange 
rates  it  is  difficult  to  see  a  profitable  market  for  the  bulk  of  them.  There  is 
a  growing  tendency  among  teamen  to  disregard  the  established  rules  of  the 
tiade,  which  seems  to  show  that  business  on  its  })resent  lines  is  l>ecoming 
unprofitable.  In  this  connection  it  is  reported  that  eft'orts  are  being  made 
by  the  Japanese  to  get  into  direct  touch  with  the  j)roducers  with  a  view  to 
developing  the  trade  on  different  lines  from  those  followed  at  present,  and 
that  ex])erts  have  l)een  brought  over  by  a  Japanese  companv  to  travel  the 
tea  districts  for  this  purpose.  (D.C.I.  14,919.)

CHINA  (Einkiang). — The  Acting  British  (’onsul  at  Kiukiang  (Mr.  W 
Russell  Brown)  reports  as  follows  on  developments  in  Kiukiang  and  district 
during  April,  May  and  June  ; — 

New  premises  of  Taiwan  Banh. — The  new  premises  of  the  Taiwan  Bank 
were  opened  on  7th  April,  and  are  the  only  foreign  bank  premises  at 
Kiukiang.  The  building  occupies  a  prominent  |)iace  on  the  Concession  Bund. 

^fotor  t^assenger  Service. — A  motor  pas.senger  .service  bet  ween  Kiukiang  and 
Lien  Hua  Tung  at  the  foot  of  the  Kuling  hills  was  opened  on  l.st  June.  The 
company  rcsj»onsible  for  this  service  runs  three  cars  with  seating  accommo¬ 
dation  for  lb,  t)  and  4  passengers,  resjiectively.  The  journey  across  the 
Kiukiang  plain,  which  fornierl}' occupied  two  to  two  and  a-half  hours,  is  now 
covered  in  25  minutes.  The  operations  of  the  company  are  at  present 
confined  to  the  carriage  of  passengers,  but  if  the  service  proves  successful 
it  is  hoped  that  poods  will  also  be  carried. 

Cotton. — The  price  of  cotton  rose  from  28  dols.  |)er  l<Kf  catties  in  April  to 
23  dols.  in  May,  anil  the  demand  exceeded  the  supph'.  The  shortage  and  rise 
in  price  of  foreign  cotton  yarn  are  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the  value 
of  local  cotton,  and  no  fall  in  price  is  anticipated  until  the  new  .reason's  crop 
appears  on  the  market.  The  production  of  cotton  in  Kiangsi  during  the 
year  1916  is  estimated  to  have  exceeded  50,000  bales.  (U.C.I.  4J,919.)

FORM.VnON  OF  BRIT18U  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE

The  “  New  South  Wales  Government  Gazette  ”  of  6th  July  publishes  the 
text  of  the  following  Kegulation.s  ; — 

Weights  and  Measures  Regulations,  1917. 

The  Weif'hts  and  Measures  Repulations,  1917,  are  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act,  1915.  and  the  Weighrs  and 
Measures  (Amendment)  Act,  1916,  and  deal  with  the  following  matters; — 
Standards ;  inspection  ;  verification  ;  use,  etc.  of  weights,  measures,  and 
instruments;  standardisation  of  packages  of  certain  goods  (mainly  aliment¬ 
ary);  marking  of  net  weight  or  measure  on  packed  goods;  sale  of  coal  and 
firewood;  and  the  registration  of  public  weighbridges  and  licensing  of 
weighmen. 

In  Part  IV.  of  the  Regulations  it  is  stipulated  that  weights  and  measures 
are  to  conform  to  various  requirements  as  to  material  of  manufacture 
and  shape.  Beam  and  counter  scales,  spring  balances,  self-indicating 
counter  macliines,  steelyards,  dead-weight  machines,  platform  weighing 
machines  and  weighbridges,  overhead  weighing  machines,  cranes,  automatic, 
etc.  machines,  are  all  dealt  with  in  this  Part. 

Part  VI.  sets  forth  the  weights  and  measures,  or  multiples  of  such  weights 
and  measures,  in  which  packed  (including  bottled)  goods  may  be  sold  by 
retail,  and  contains  a  list  of  goods  which  are  exempt  from  the  provision. 

Part  VII.  prescribes  the  manner  in  which  the  net  weight  or  measure  of 
any  article  enclosed  in  a  package  is  required  to  be  marked.  Certain  excep¬ 
tions  and  exemptions  are  enumerated.  The  provisions  of  this  Part  are  not 
to  have  effect  for  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  Regulations  (6th  July). 

A  number  of  tables  are  appended  to  the  Regulations  setting  forth  the 
permissible  abbreviations  of  denominations,  the  errors  permissible  on  verifi¬ 
cation  of  local  standards,  etc. 

The  Regulations  (with  the  exception  noted  above)  came  into  force  on 
1st  August,  1917. 

Regulations  under  the  Pure  Food  Act,  190B. 

These  are  amended  Regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  under  the 
Pure  Food  Act,  190b,  which  repeal  certain  Regulations  under  the  above- 
cited  Act,  and  substitute  therefor  Regulations  dealing  with  milk,  including 
dried  and  condensed  milk  ;  coffee  and  chicory,  including  coffee  essences  and 
extracts;  aerated  waters ;  lime  juice-,  and  soap,  toilet  and  household,  but  not 
soap  powder. 

The  Regulations  define  what  is  to  be  understood  by  these  words,  and 
direct  in  what  manner  the  goods  are  to  be  labelled.  General  standards  are 
prescribed  for  aerated  waters  and  soap. 

Regulations  under  the  Explosives  Act,  1905. 

These  Regulations,  made  under  the  Explosives  Act,  190-5,  re-define  certain 
explosives  (gunpowder,  nitrate  mixture,  nitro-compound,  chlorate  mixture, 
fulminate,  ammunition  and  fireworks),  and  re-authorise  the  same  for  manu¬ 
facture  in,  and  iraporcatioii  into.  New  South  Wales.  This  list  is  in  substitu¬ 
tion  of  all  such  li.sts  issued  prior  to  31st  December,  1916.

MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  FOOTWEAR  IN  VICTORIA. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Australia  (Mr.  G.  T.  Milne)  has  forwarded  a 
copy  of  an  Act  (No.  2869  of  1916),  entitled  “  The  Footwear  Regulation  Act, 
1916,”  which  has  for  its  object  the  regulation  of  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  footwear  in  Victoria. 
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Manufacture  and  sale  of  Footwear  in  Victoria. 


The  Act,  provides,  inter  aha,  that  soles  of  boot.s  and  slioes  which  are  not  of 
solid  leather  must  be  stamped  with  the  name  of  tlie  material  of  which  they 
are  made.  Boots  and  shoes  must  have  stamped  or  impressed  upon  the  soles 
the  name  or  trade-mark  either  of  the  seller  or  of  the  manufacturer.  Soles 
must  not  contain  certain  specified  weighting  s>ibstances. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  has  also  forwarded  an  extract  from  the  “  Victoria 
Government  Gazette”  of  4th  July,  which  contains  Regulations  made  under 
the  above  Act. 

The  Regulations  prescribe  the  manner  of  marking  the  soles  of  boots  and 
shoes;  the  materials  of  wliich  ami  the  manner  in  which  shanks  and  stiffening 
not  consisting  of  solid  leather  used  in  the  soles  may  be  manufactured  and 
used;  and  specify  the  weighting  substances  the  admixture  of  which  is 
prohibited  in  leather  forming  part  of  the  .soles  of  boots  and  shoes. 

The  Act  is  to  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed.

MALAY  STATES. 

Restrictions  on  Alienation  and  Dealings. 

The  Acting  Commissioner  of  Trade  and  Customs  at  Kuala  Lumpur  (tlie 
Board  of  Trade  Correspondent  for  tlie  Federated  .Malay  States)  has  forwarded, 
under  date  olst  .July,  a  copy  of  a  Supplement,  published  on  ‘Jotli  .Inly,  to  the 
”  Federated  -Malay  .States  Government  Gazette,”  which  contains  the  text  of 
an  Enactment,  impo>ing  during  the  war  certain  restrictions  on  alienation  of 
and  dealings  in  rublier  lands  of  large  ari'a. 

This  Enactment  which  may  be  cited  as  the  “Rubber  Lands  (Restriction) 
Enactment,  1917,”  was  passed  on  24th  July  and  came  into  force  on  ‘Jotli  July, 
and  has  for  its  object  the  temporary  restriction  to  certain  classes  of  persons 
of  the  acijnisition  of  and  dealings  in  lands  of  large  area  cultivated,  or  suitable 
for  cultivation,  with  rubber.  The  restriction  does  not  apfilv  to  land  the 
act|uisilion  of  which  would  not  bring  the  aggregate  area  held  above  bb  acres. 

The  classes  of  persons  referred  to  are  (a)  British  subjects ;  (b)  subjects  of 
the  Ruler  of  any  of  the  Federateil  .Malay  .States ;  and  (c)  persons  and  cor- 
jiorations  authori.sed  by  a  written  authorit}'  of  the  Resident  of  a  State,  but 
such  authority  is  not  to  be  granted  to  any  person  unless  such  person  has 
resided  in  the  ^lalay  Peninsula  or  the  Colon}'  for  a  term  of  not  less  than 
seven  years,  and  intends  to  continue  to  reside  there.  This  authority  is  not 
transferable.

.SUSPENSION  OF  GERMAN  I'AYMENTS. 

According  to  the  official  “  Deutscher  Rcichsanzeiger  ”  (Berlin)  of  14th 
.Sefitember,  a  German  Proclamation,  dated  12th  Septemlier,  has  been  issued, 
extending  the  scojie  of  the  Proclamation  of  3Uth  .Septeml)er,  1914  (see  page 
.39.5  of  tlie  “Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  11th  February,  1915),  prohibiting 
payments  to  the  United  Kingdom,  to  include  China,  Liberia  and  Siam. 
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RECONSTRUCTION  IN  RUSSIA. 

Appointment  of  an  Economic  Council  and  a  Central  Economic 
Committee. 

H.M.  (,'omraercial  Attache  at  Petrograd  (Mr.  H.  Cooke)  reports,  under  date 
•22nd  August,  that  the  official  “ Bulletin  of  Laws”  (Petrograd)  of  4th  17th 
August  publishes  a  Decree  of  the  Provisional  Government,  dated  21st 
June/4th  July,  instituting  an  Economic  Council  and  a  Central  Economic 
Committee,  attached  to  the  Provisional  Government,  for  the  purpose  of 
drawing  up  a  general  plan  of  economic  and  labour  organisation  and  for  the 
elaboration  of  legislative  and  other  measures  for  the  regulation  of  the 
economic  interests  of  the  country.  A  sum  of  200,000  roubles  is  assigned  for 
])reliminary  expenses  in  the  above  connection. 

I’he  Economic  Council  is  to  be  under  the  presidency  of  the  President  of  the 
Council  of  Ministers  and  is  to  consist  of  an  Acting-President  and  the  Ministers 
of  Agriculture,  Commerce,  Food,  Ways  of  Communication,  h'inance. 
Labour,  War  and  Marine  (or,  as  substitutes,  the  Assistant-Ministers  of  these 
Departments),  the  Assistant-President  of  the  Central  Economic  Committee, 
and  representatives  of  the  following  organisations :  The  Council  of  Workmen’s 
and  Soldier’s  Delegates  (three),  the  Council  of  Peasants’  Delegates  (three), 
the  Council  of  Representatives  of  Trade  and  Industry'  (three),  the  Council 
of  Banks  (one),  the  Council  of  Co-operative  Congresses  (three),  the  Council 
of  Bourse  Trade  and  Agriculture  (two),  the  Council  of  Minor  and  Medium 
Industr}-  lone),  the  Central  Bureau  of  Professional  Unions  (three),  the  Union 
of  Towns  (one),  the  Union  of  Zemstvos  (one),  and  two  representatives  from 
each  of  the  following ;  the  Free  Economic  Society,  the  Technical  Society, 
and  the  Presidents  of  the  Sub-Committees  of  the  Economic  Council ;  also  two 
representatives  from  District  Sub-Committees.  The  President  may  invite 
experts  to  attend.  Decisions  of  the  Council  must  be  confirmed  by  the 
Provisional  Government.  The  Council  will  be  a  permanent  organisation  and  its 
members,  if  not  already  in  the  salaried  official  service,  will  be  paid  by  the 
StjiU*.  It  will  investigate  questions  raised  on  the  initiative  of  its  members, 
or  submitted  to  it  by  the  Government  or  by  the  Central  Economic  Committee. 
It  mav  form  sections  and  sub-committees,  permanent  or  temporary,  central 
and  local. 

The  (’entral  Economic  Committee  is  to  co-ordinate  measures  introduced 
by  separate  Departments  and  Institutions  for  the  regulation  of  the  economic 
interests  of  the  country.  It  is  to  consist  of  repre.sentatives,  appointed  by 
the  Government,  of  the  Ministries  of  L.abour,  Finance,  Agriculture, 
Food,  Commerce,  War,  Marine,  and  Ways  of  Communication,  under  the 
presidency  of  the  President  of  the  Council  of  ^linisters,  or  of  a  specially 
appointed  Acting-President,  whose  vote  will  be  decisive,  independent  of  the 
presence  of  the  President,  and  who  may  attend  meetings  of  the  Council  of 
Ministers.  Attached  to  the  Committee  will  be  an  Advisory  Conference, 
consisting  of  ten  representatives  from  the  Economic  Council,  and  of 
delegates  of  official  Departments  and  representative  economic  institution.^, 
sfiecial  supply  committees,  etc. 

The  Central  Economic  Committee,  in  carrying  out  the  programme  drawn 
up  by  the  Economic  Council,  and  contirmeil  by  the  Government,  will  guide 
and  direct  the  work  of  all  existing  organisations  for  the  regulation  of  the 
economic  interests  of  the  country  in  their  executive  functions  (special 
conferences,  committees,  etc.),  and  co-ordinate  measures  in  the  different 
branches  of  trade  and  industry.  It  will  work  out  new  proposals  and  resolu¬ 
tions  and  submit  them  to  the  Provisional  Government  and  the  Economic 
Council,  it  will  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Economic  (’ouncil,  and 
co-ordinate  all  statistical  work  and  technical  investigations  concerning 
current  economic  matters.  Resolutions  of  the  Committee  can  be  repealed 
by  the  Provisional  Government  only.  With  a  view  to  the  complete  co¬ 
ordination  of  their  work,  the  Committee  will  re-organise,  where  necessarj', 
the  existing  local  organisations  formed  for  the  regulatibn  of  the  economic 
life  of  the  country.  (D.C.I.  34,923.)

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Petroprad  also  reports,  under  date 
28th  August,  that  the  official  “Ilulletin  of  Laws"  (Petrograd)  of  lst/14th 
.July  publishes  a  Decree  of  the  Provisional  Government,  dated  12th/25th 
.June,  increasing  the  rates  of  the  excess  profits  tax  of  13th/26th  May,  1916 
(see  notice  on  pp.  478-81  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  17th  August, 
19161.

The  rates  for  undertakings  subject  to  publication  of  accounts,  and  for 
those  subject  to  the  supplementary  industrial  tax,  will  lie  on  a  graduated 
scale,  ranging  from  40  per  cent,  on  profits  amounting  to  6  percent,  of  capital 
to  80  per  cent,  on  profits  amounting  to  20  per  cent,  of  capital.  The  maximum 
dimension,  fixed  by  Clau.se  13  of  the  Law  of  13tb/26th  May,  1916,  of  taxation 
on  profits  of  undertakings  subject  to  publication  of  accounts  is  increased  to 
90  f>er  cent.  Clause  13  of  the  above  Law  fixed  the  limit  of  taxation  as 
follows: — If  in  1916  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  tax  on  the  increase  of 
profits  and  of  the  usual  tax  on  profits,  and  in  1917  the  aggregate  amount 
of  these  two  plus  the  income  tax  (the  income  tax  is  applied  in  1917  for  the 
first  time),  exceed  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  a  company’s  profits  as  cal¬ 
culated  for  the  assessment  of  the  ordinary  tax  on  profits,  the  amount  of  the 
tax  on  the  increase  of  profits  is  accordingly  diminished  so  as  to  make  the 
total  amount  f)aid  in  taxes  not  to  exceed  50  per  cent,  of  the  general  profits. 

The  following  are  subject  to  the  excess  profits  tax,  in  addition  to  those 
indicated  in  Clause  1  of  Part  1  of  the  Law  of  l-‘lth/26th  May : — 

1.  Of  undertakings,  indicated  in  point  a  of  Clau.se  1  of  Part  1  of  the  said 
Law,  those  whose  profits  assessed  for  the  regular  industrial  tax  for  1916  and 
1917  yield  over  6  to  8  per  cent,  on  the  capital ; 

2.  Persons  indicated  in  point  g  of  Clause  1  of  Part  1  of  the  said  Law, 
occupying  from  1916  other  posts  in  share  companies  in  which  prior  to  1915 
they  were  not  employed  ; 

3.  Commercial  intermediaries  of  all  kinds  and  descriptions,  doing  their 
business  without  keeping  special  premises,  and  per.sons  benefiting  from  the 
transference  to  other  parties  of  contracts  or  orders  taken  on  by  them,  or 
from  participation  in  the  receipt  by  others  of  contracts  and  orders,  if  the 
profits  of  such  intermediaries  and  persons  for  1916  exceeded  3,000  roubles, 
the  wh.ile  sum  of  the  profits  received  by  them  being  subject  to  the  excess 
profits  tax  ;  and 

4.  Undertakings  and  personal  industrial  occupations,  and  also  members  of 
the  boards  and  higher  administrations  in  share  companies  who  first  assumed 
their  posts  from  1916,  the  following  being  taken  for  increase  of  profits  and 
remuneration : — 

(a)  for  undertakings  subject  to  publication  of  accounts,  and  assessed 
for  the  supplementary  industrial  tax  :  the  amount  of  the  profits  assessed 
for  1916  and  1917,  less  6  per  cent,  on  the  cafiital ; 

(h)  for  undertakings  not  subject  to  publication  of  accounts,  personal 
industrial  occu nations,  and  persons  of  the  higher  administration  in  share 
companies:  one  fourth  of  the  amount  of  the  profits  and  remuneration 
for  1916,  if  this  amount  exceeds  2,0tX)  roubles. 
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If  the  profits  of  undertakings  indicated  in  point  a  of  Clause  1  of  Part  1  of 
the  Law  of  13th  26th  May.  11U6,  for  any  of  the  preceding  j’ears  taken  for 
comparison,  were  assessed  for  the  regular  industrial  tax  at  less  than  6  per 
cent,  on  the  capital,  and  also  in  cases  where  for  any  of  these  years  there  were 
losses,  the  profits  for  this  year  shall  be  taken  for  comparison  as  being  6  per 
cent,  on  the  capital. 

The  increased  tax  is  to  come  into  force  as  from  1st  14th  .January,  1917.

NEW  AND  INCREASED  TAXATION  IN  CUBA. 

Stamp  Taxes  and  Taxes  affecting  Banks,  Insurance  Companies, 
Plantations,  Mines,  etc. 

H.M.  Minister  at  Havana  has  forwarded  a  copy  and  translation  of  a  Cuban 
Law,  published  in  the  “ Gaceta  Oficial”  of  1st  August,  which  imposes,  inter 
alia,  as  from  1st  September,  certain  taxes,  including  stamp  taxes  on  com¬ 
mercial  arid  other  transactions  and  documents.  These  latter  include:  (a) 
stock  exchange  operations,  contracts  of  securities  and  credit  documents 
against  the  State;  (5)  legalised  copies  of  documents  before  public  notaries, 
or  copies  of  documents  registered  on  their  files  referring  to  articles  or 
amounts;  (c)  private  receipts  exceeding  2-5  dols!  (about  £-5  3s.);  (d)  requi¬ 
sitions  and  commercial  invoices  and  transactions  made  in  Cuba  by  reason  of 
contracts  and  operations;  (/)  original  documents  filed  with  notaries,  and 
books  pertaining  to  the  Registrars  of  Property,  Mercantile  Registrars  and 
Registrars  of  vessels  or  of  Naval  Property ;  (g)  books  of  current  account 
with  banks  or  bankers,  certificates  or  books  of  deposit  in  banks  bearing 
interest ;  (h)  bills  of  exchange,  negotiable  promissory  notes,  draft  documents 
in  general  and  vouchers;  (i)  national,  provincial  or  municipal  contracts  and 
tenders  ;  (k)  petitions,  statements  or  briefs,  requesting  certificates,  and  certi¬ 
ficates  issued  by  the  national,  provincial  and  municipal  public  offices;  (f) 
certificates  issued  by  the  Property,  Mercantile  and  Naval  Registers  ;  and 
(n)  first  and  second  class  trav’eHing  tickets  to  foreign  countries  issued  by 
agents  or  consignees  of  shipping  companies.  In  all  public  transactions, 
documents  subject  to  taxation  not  bearing  the  necessary  stamps  will  have 
no  value. 

The  Law  also  extends  to  all  civil  associations,  industrial  or  mercantile, 
organised  or  that  may  be  organised  in  Cuba  or  abroad,  for  the  cultivation  in 
and  exportation  from  Cuba  of  sugar  and  tobacco,  the  taxes  on  the  net  revenue 
of  associations  and  corporations  to  which  Military  Order  No.  463  of  1900 
applied.  The  exemption  of  mines  from  this  taxation  is  repealed,  the  mining 
industry  being  taxed  to  the  extent  of  6  per  cent,  of  the  net  revenue. 
Banks  and  bankers  in  general  not  mentioned  in  Order  No.  463  are  to  pay 
6  per  cent,  on  their  net  revenue. 

Taxes  on  insurance  companies  are  raised  to  4^  per  cent.,  including  taxes 
on  mutual  companies  and  on  agents’  commissions. 

The  accounts  of  all  associations  and  corporations  are  to  be  kept  in  legal 
currency.

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REVEXFE  FROM  WAR  TAXATION  IX  ITALY 
IX  1916-17. 

H.M.  Embassy  at  Rome  has  forwarded  a  summary  translation  of  an  article 
on  the  results  of  vvar  taxation  iu  Italy  in  1916-17,  which  has  been  contributed 
by  the  Italian  Minister  of  Finance  to  the  “Nuova  Antologia”  (Rome)  of 
recent  date.  According  to  this  article,  which  H.M.  Embassy  considers  to  be 
important  as  showing  the  financial  potentiality  of  Italy,  the  yield  of  war 
taxation  for  the  Italian  financial  year  ended  30th  June  last,  as  compared 
with  the  two  preceding  years,  was  as  follows  : —

The  increase  in  the  year  1916-17  ov'er  1915-16  was  therefore  849,3:30,807 
lire,  while  that  in  1915-16  over  1914-15  was  503.922,440  lire.  Much  of  the 
new  taxation,  especially  that  on  war  profits,  did  not  come  into  full  effect 
until  the  present  year,  and  the  revenue  from  war  taxation  in  the  six  months 
January  to  June,  1917  (1,808,630,099  lire),  showed  a  great  increase  over  the 
period  of  July  to  Ueceml^r,  1916  (1,398,646,295  lire). 

Direct  Taxes. 

The  war  tax  on  all  Government  payments,  or  registration  fee  on  contracts, 
which  is  fixed  at  2  per  cent.,  yielded  207,164,668  lire,  an  increase  of  159,424,676 
lire  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  tar  atid  super-tax  on  war  profits  yielded  the  sum  of  99,480,979  lire  in 
1916-17.  This  figure,  however,  only  represents  a  quarter  of  the  sum  which 
may  be  expected  from  the  first  certified  period,  that  is  to  say,  from  Ist 
August,  1914,  to  31st  December,  1915.  The  tax  is  retroactive  and  is  collected 
as  the  contracts  are  gradually  executed  and  paid  for.  The  Italian  Minister 
of  Finance  exj)ects  to  receive  360,00O,(X)0  lire  from  these  taxes  on  war  profits 
during  the  above-mentioned  period. 

The  tar  on  directors’  fees  and  bonuses  yielded  3,069,902  lire,  as  (lompared 
with  246,767  lire  in  1915-16. 

The  tax  on  (1)  agricultural  holdings  and  (2)  earned  and  unearned  incomes 
from  securities  and  fees,  excluding  profits  and  rents,  showed  as  regards  (1) 
an  increase  from  90,717,4434  lire  in  1915-16  to  98,4:>3,376  lire  in  1916-17,  and 
as  regards  (2)  an  increase  from  435,139,094  lire  in  1915-16  to  466,581,251 
lire  in  1916-17. 


Taxes  on  Business  Transactions,  including  Succession  Duties. 

The  succession  duties  continue  to  yield  more  revenue,  the  increase  in  the 
last  financial  year  over  the  preceding  one  being  11,364,884  lire. 

The  mortmain,  that  is  to  say  the  yearly  tax  paid  by  corporate  bodies  in 
lieu  of  succession  duties,  yielded  6,597,697  lire. 

The  tax  on  mortgages  showed  an  increase  in  the  last  financial  year  of 
769,106  lire,  probably  chiefly  due  to  the  Decree  of  9th  November  last,  which 
made  assignations  of  mortgages  compulsory. 

There  was  also  a  considerable  increase  in  the  yield  of  taxes  for  registration 
fees,  chiefly  due  to  the  tax  on  Government  tenders.  The  increase  over 
1915-16  was  66,172,584  lire. 

Stamp  duties  have  increased  to  a  lesser  extent,  but  nevertheless  yielded 
21,590,773  lire  more  than  in  the  preceding  financial  year.  The  tax  on  substitu¬ 
tion  for  stamp  duty  brought  in  the  sum  of  5,207,764  lire. 
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lierenue  from  War  Taxation  in  Itahj  in  1916-17. 


The  revenue  from  the  cineiniitoffraph  tax  amounteii  to  4,9^0,313  lire. 

The  tax  on  bicycles,  motor  bicycles,  motor  cars  and  motor  boats  yielded 
10,599,664  lire,  or  1,132,478  lire  more  than  in  1915-16.* 

The  tax  on  Government  licences  yielded  12,131,856  lire,  a  slight  tailing  off 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  was  mainly  due  to  fewer 
gun  licences  Ijeing  applied  for. 


Indirect  Taxes. 

The  new  taxes  are  the  taxes  on  the  manufacture  of  oil  from  oil-seed,  on  soap, 
on  the  sale  of  imported  mineral  oils,  on  export  licences,  on  coffee,  and  the 
increase  on  previomly  existing  taxes  on  alcoholic  liquors.  Of  the  above,  only 
the  taxes  on  mineral  oils  and  on  export  permits  have  been  in  force  during 
tlie  entire  financial  year  1916-17,  when  the  first  produced  a  yield  of 
14,073,397  lire,  or  about  5,500,000  lire  more  than  in  1915-16,  and  the  second 
of  32,822,209  lire,  or  more  than  double  the  yield  of  the  preceding  year.  The 
increase  in  the  revenue  from  the  export  permits  tax  was  due  to  the  higher 
tariff  introduced  in  August,  1916,  and  to  the  subsequent  revision  of  the 
ad  valorem  lists. 

The  increased  excise  tax  on  alcoholic  liquors  produced  the  sum  of 
33,227,139  lire,  a  return  somewhat  below  the  estimate  owing  to  the  poor 
vintage  in  1916-17.  In  normal  conditions  it  is  calculated  that  this  tax  should 
bring  in  50,000,000  lire  per  annum. 

The  yield  from  the  tax  on  oil  manufactured  from  oil-seed,  which  was 
imposed  last  November,  was  disappointing  inasmuch  as  it  brought  in  only 
2,652,464  lire. 

The  taxes  on  soap  and  coffee  were  introduced  last  May,  and  although  they 
yielded  only  4,128,974  lire  and  2,256,354  lire,  respectively,  in  the  month  and  a 
half  of  the  financial  year  that  they  were  in  operation,  the  Minister  of  Finance 
considers  the}’  will  eventually  prove  sources  of  revenue  of  by  no  means 
negligible  importance. 

The  yield  from  the  tax  and  super-tax  on  sugar  rose  from  158,434,189  lire 
in  1915-16  to  192,624,924  lire  in  1916-17,  an  increase  of  over  34,000,000  lire. 

The  revenue  from  Customs  duties  amounted  to  470,765,734  lire,  an  increase 
of  nearly  160,978,108  lire  over  the  previous  year. 

Government  Monopolies. 

A  regards  Government  monopolies,  the  revenue  from  tobacco  amounted  to 
602,252,910  lire,  as  compared  with  498,176.839  lire  in  1915-16;  from  salt, 
122,318,502  lire,  as  compared  with  109,059,839  lire  in  the  preceding  year; 
from  matches  17,568,959  liret ;  and  from  State  lotteries  and  the  Tombola  tax, 
56,034,470  lire,  as  compared  with  50,8’23,854  lire  in  1915-16.  (D.C.I.  44,911.)

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REGISTRATION  OF  TRADE  MARKS  IN  FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 

Desirability  of  Registration  of  Marks  by  British  Firms. 

With  reference  to  the  notices  which  have  appeared  recently  in  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  directing  the  attention  of  British  firms  whose  goods  are 
sold  under  trade  marks  iti  foreign  countries  to  the  importance  of  securing 
registration  of  those  marks  in  the  countries  where  the  goi*ds  are  sold,  the 
following  additional  instajices  of  the  difficulties  which  arise  when  registration 
is  not  secured  may  he  of  interest : — 

A  United  Kingdom  firm  of  pottery  manufacturers  supplied  their  wares  to 
the  Chilean  market  through  a  firm  which  represented  them  tn  that  country, 
the  agreement  being  that  so  long  as  the  Chilean  firm  continued  to  handle 
the  goods,  the  United  Kingdom  firm  would  not  sell  to  any  other  house  in  the 
Republic.  'I'he  goods  in  (juestion  were  marked  with  a  trade  name,  and  the 
Chilean  firm  registered  the  mark  in  their  own  name  and  as  their  own  property 
to  distinguish  the  parti<‘nlar  goods. 

In  the  course  of  titue  the  Chilean  firm  was  put  on  the  Statutory  List  and 
the  United  Kingdom  firm  had  to  arraiige  for  other  representation.  A 
difficulty  then  arose  regarding  the  trade  mark,  the  new  agents  l)eing  advi.sed 
that  they  could  not  .sell  in  Chile  an\'  crockery  branded  with  the  mark  as  the 
first  agents  had  registered  it  as  their  own  j)roperty  and  threatened  to  take 
legal  proceedings.  In  the  end,  the  United  Kingdom  firm  had  to  adopt  a  new 
trade  mark. 

In  the  above  instance  no  great  importance  was  attached  to  the  trade 
mark  which  was  thus  lost,  but  the  matter  might  have  been  one  of  great 
moment  if  the  mark  had  had  any  considerable  proprietary’  value.  Such  a 
case  aro.se  a  few  years  ago  when  another  United  Kingdom  firm  omitted  to 
register  in  Chile  a  mark  which  was  very  well  known.  This  mark  was 
registered  by  a  Chilean  manufacturer,  with  the  result  that  before  the  United 
Kingdom  firm  could  sell  goods  under  the  trade  mark  in  that  country,  they 
were  obliged  to  wait  until  the  e.vpiration  of  the  term  for  which  the  mark 
was  registered,  and  then  to  take  proceedings  to  prevent  a  renewal  of  the 
registration. 

As  the  trade  mark  law  in  many  countries  confers  on  the  person  who 
obtai  ns  rcgi.stration  exclusive  rights  in  a  mark  without  giving  anj’  weight  to 
the  fact  that  the  mark  denotes  that  the  goods  are  those  of  some  other  person, 
it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  no  person  should  in  any  circumstances 
whatever  allow  his  mark  to  be  registered  by  his  agent  in  his  own  name. 
Therefore,  British  manufcicturers  and  exporters  to  all  countries  should  secure 
registration  of  trade  marks  as  their  own  property  and  in  their  own  name,  doing 
this  through  some  accredited  firm  of  trade  mark  agents  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  (I).C.I.  40,772.)

the  goods  referred  to  in  the  paragraph  marked  (6)  in  the  notice  on  (lage  o75 
of  the  issue  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  13th  September).  A 
tranalafioii  of  this  list  is  given  below.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  applications 
for  Fre^ich  import  licences  in  respect  of  goods  classified  under  any  of  the 
headings  specified  in  the  list  are  not  to  be  addressed  by  the  Unite  !  Kingdom 
exporter  to  the  French  Customs  Ofice  in  London,  but  must  be  submitted,  by  the 
prospective  importer  in  France  or  Algeria,  to  the  competent  French  authorities. 

should  British  e.xporters  be  in  doubt  as  to  whether  the  goods  which  they 
propose  to  export  to  France  come  within  the  headings  of  the  French  Tariff 
specified  in  the  subioined  list,  epquiry  may  be  addressed  to  the  French 
Customs  Office  in  London,  Bank  Buildings,  Kingsway,  l  ondon,  W.C.  2. 
In  making  such  enquiry,  a  full  description  of  the  goods  should  be  furnished. 

As  already  notified  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  French  import 
licences  in  respect  of  certain  goods  placed  under  the  control  of  the  French 
Interministerial  Commission  on  .Metals  and  Munitions  of  War*  must  also 
be  applied  for  by  the  prospective  importers  in  France  or  Algeria.

FRANCE  (Algeria). 

A  French  Presidential  Decree  of  the  30th  June  establishes  a  revised  Tariff 
of  “octroi  de  mer ’’duties,  which  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  July,  1917,  and  is  to  remain  in  operation  until 
the  31st  December,  1918. 

From  a  coraj)arison  of  the  new  rates  with  those  of 
the  Tariff  previously  in  force  (which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 
1913),  it  appears  that  the  only  alteration  effected  is  an  increase  of  the  tax  on 
sugar  from  15  to  25  francs  per  lOU  kilogrammes.

ITALY.

JOth  August,  which  prohibits  the  exportation  from  the 
Republic  of  national  silver  coins  and  of  silver  in  bars, 
even  in  cases  where  it  is  claimed  that  such  bars  are 
made  of  foreign  silver  coins.  The  export  of  foreign  silver  coins  will  lie 
allowed  only  under  a  special  permit  from  the  Ministry  of  Finance. 

The  Decree  also  subjects  to  special  procedure  the  re-export  of  foreign 
minted  silver  or  silver  in  bars,  but  exempts  these  articles  which  come 
to  Panama  under  a  direct  bill  of  lading  for  another  country  from  such 
formalities.  (C.  14,883.)

oJoS  regards  sugar,  the  Law  provides  for  a  tax  of 

10  centavos  per  bag  of  centrifugal  sugar  {centrifuga  de 
guarapo),  and  also  a  surtax  at  the  same  rate,  which  will  be  exacted  so  long 
as  sugar  of  the  class  mentioned  is  quoted  and  sold  in  Havana  at  the  rate  of 
three  centavos  or  more  per  pound  (libra).  Both  of  these  imposts  are  to  be 
applied  as  from  the  1st  November,  1917.  The  bag  of  48  by  29  inches  and 
325  pounds  (libras)  or  13  arrobas  is  to  be  taken  as  the  basis  for  the  application 
of  the  tax. 


A  production  tax  of  J  centavo  is  imposed  on  each  gallon  of  second 
molasses  (miel  de  purga). 

*4  Cattle  hides  which  are  not  destined  for  tanneries  and  leather  manufactories 
in  the  Republic  are  to  pay  a  tax  of  60  centavos  per  100  pounds. 

Explosives  which,  not  belonging  to  the  State,  are  stored  in  State 
magazines  (polroriries),  are  to  pay  a  tax  of  one  peso  per  quintal  (100  pounds). 
All  explosives  imported  into  the  Republic  must  be  stored  in  State  magazines, 
from  which  they  will  be  delivered  as  they  are  required  for  use  in  industry. 
Explosives  manufactured  in  Cuba  and  sent  from  the  manufactory  to  other 
localities,  must  be  deposited  in  the  State  magazines  nearest  to  the  places 
where  they  are  to  be  employed,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  control  of  their  use.

Recovery  of  Platinum 
Metals  and  Recovery 
and  Utilisation  of 
Sulphur  in  Ontario. 


CANADA. 

The  Department  of  Commercial, Intelligence  has  received  from  the  Colonial 
Office  a  copy  of  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Ontario 
Nickel  Commission,  which  was  appointed  on  9th 
September,  1915,  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon 
(a)  the  resources,  industries,  and  capacities  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  in  connection  w'ith  nickel  and 
its  ores,  and  (6)  a  just  and  equitable  sj’stem  of  taxation  of  the  mines, 
minerals,  and  mineral  industries  of  the  Province.  Reference  was  made  in 
the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  10th  Afay  last  (pp.  311-12)  to  the  con¬ 
clusions  of  the  Commission  respecting  the  refining  of  nickel  ore  in  Ontario, 
find  the  prospects  of  the  Province  as  a  succe.ssful  comjietitor  in  nickel 
production  with  other  countries.  Attention  is  now  particularly  directed  to 
tho.se  jfortions  of  the  Rejiort  which  deal  with  the  recovery  of  metals  of  the 
platinum  group,  and  to  the  recovery  and  utilisation  of  sulphur,  in  Ontario. 

Metals  of  the  platinum  group. — The  Report  states  that  although  the 
presence  of  gold  and  silver  and  of  metals  of  the  platinum  group  in  pnvctically 
all  nickeliferous  p3-rrhotites  has  long  Ijeen  known,  their  imjfortance  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  (jntario  nickel  industry  is  even  now  practically  unrecognised, 
except  by  those  who  recover  and  sell  them.  The  nickel-copper  ores  of 
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.Sudbury  are  capable  of  j)roducinj'  much  more  palladium  than  the  whole  of 
the  present  world’s  .supply,  tosetlier  with  a  very  lar.ge  proportion  of  platinum, 
iridium,  and  other  metals  of  the  platinum  group.  The  C|uantit\’  of  palladium 
present  is  much  in  excess  of  tlie  platinum. 

The  platinum  group  of  metals  include  platinum,  palladium,  iridium, 
rhodium,  ruthenium,  and  osmium.  (Jf  these,  palladium  occurs  in  the  largest 
proportions,  then  platinum,  iridium,  aud  rhodium  in  the  order  named. 
Although  ruthenium  and  osmium  are  present,  there  are  no  records  of  the 
recovery  of  cither  at  Sudbury,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  bulk  of  the  osmium 
would  be  lost  by  volatilisation  during  the  smelting  to  matte. 

.  Although  it  is  not  possible  to  state  exacth'  the  actual  quantity  of  the 
platinum  metals  present  in  the  ores  mined  at  Sudbury,  the  quantity  recovered 
])er  ton  of  ore  can  be  accurately  determined  from  assay  of  the  matte,  ])ro- 
vided  the  number  of  tons  of  ore  smelted  per  ton  of  matte  {u-odneed  is  known. 
In  the  3ear  ended  illst  December,  IPlti,  the  total  ore  smelled  in  the  Sudburj- 
district  amounted  to  1,5:21,689  tons,  with  a  production  of  80,010  tons  of  matte. 
One  company,  which  produced  66,567  tons  of  the  total  given  above,  reports 
that  the  average  content  of  precious  metals  per  toil  of  its  matte  for  the  three 
years  ended  1915,  was  roughly  as  follows  : — Gold,  0'05  oz.  tro}’ ;  silver,  1  75 
oz.  troy;  platinum,  O  lO  oz.  troy;  and  palladium,  015  oz.  tro}'. 

Recovery  and  utilisatipn  of  sulphur. — Large  ciuantities  of  sulphur  are 
exiielled  in  the  form  of  sulphurous  acid  (SO,)  in  roasting,  smelting,  and 
retining  the  Sudbury’  nickel-copper  ores,  and  the  larger  proportion  is  driven 
off  on  the  roast  heaps,  under  the  worst  possible  conditions  for  agriculture. 
It  is  likel}’,  however,  that  heap  roasting  will  graduallj’  disappear  as  methods 
for  smelting  unroasted  ore  are  perfected.  In  tact,  one  nickel  corapan}'  whose 
plant  is  in  course  of  erection  does  not  propose  to  use  roast  heaps.  It  is 
estimated  that,  at  the  ]iresent  rate  of  production,  not  less  than  ;100,CH.*0  tons 
of  sulphur,  capable  of  producing  nearly  a  million  tons  of  ordinarj'  sulphuric 
acid,  is  annuallj'  lost  through  the  heap  roasting  method.  The  Sudbury 
companies  have  given  the  subject  of  the  utilisation  of  sulphur  considerable 
attention,  but  it  has  not  been  found  economically  possible  to  make  use  of 
the  material.

The  output  of  gold  in  the  Transvaal  in  1916  represented  41‘3  per  cent,  of 
the  world’s  prmluction  in  that  year,  as  compared  with  39'5  in  1915.  The 
output  of  diamonds  has  l)een  greatly  restricted  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

The  Rejjort  also  contains  partictilars  showing  the  quantity  and  value  of 
machinery  and  stores  purchased  by  the  gold  mines  of  the  Transvaal  during 
1916.  The  total  e.xpenditure  for  this  purpose  amounted  to  £T 2,253,234. 

The  average  number  of  rock  drills  working  in  the  Transvaal  gold  mines 
during  the  month  of  Decemljer,  1916,  was  6,109,  as  compared  with  5,675  in 
December,  1915. 

At  the  end  of  1916  there  were  5.665  stamps  and  193  tube  mills 
erected  on  producing  mines  of  the  Witwatersrand  district  of  the  Transvaal.

The  following  notes  on  the  mining  industry'  in  British  Guiana  are  taken 
from  the  Report  for  1916  of  the  Lands  and

Mining  Industry  in  1916. 


Gk)ld. — The  amount  of  gold  won  from  all  sources  during  1916  was 
37,129  oz.,  which  was  a  considerable  decrease  on  the  previous  year’s  pro¬ 
duction.  Of  the  total  output  in  1916,  placer-washing  was  responsible  for  the 
production  of  24,057  oz.  and  dredging  for  the  balance.

Diamonds. — There  was  a  considerable  revival  in  diamond-workinsf  owing 
CO  the  improvement  in  the  price  obtainable  and  the  size  of  the  stones  found. 
There  were  93,782  stones  obtained  during  the  year.  These  were  declared  to 
be  of  a  total  weight  of  18,408  carats — aii  average  of  five  and  six  stones  to 
the  carat. 

Mineral  Oil. — Seventeen  licences  to  explore  for  mineral  oil  were  issued 
during  1916,  and  two  licences  were  granted  for  prospecting  for  oil  by  means 
of  drilling  over  lands  previously  held  under  exploration  licences. 

Bauxite. — Much  interest  has  been  created  bv  the  discovery  of  large  and 
valuable  deposits  of  bauxite  in  the  Demerara  River  District,  and  the  belief 
that  similar  deposits  were  to  be  found  in  other  parts  of  the  Colony  caused  an 
influx  of  applications  for  permission  to  explore  Crown  lands  with  a  view  to 
the  discovery  and  testing  of  deposits  of  that  mineral.  With  the  exception  of 
leases  for  certain  lands  granted  to  the  Demerara  Bauxite  Company,  no  titles 
have  been  issued  or  are  likely  to  be  issued  until  after  the  war. 


CHILE.

3rd  August,  that  there  has  been  prevalent  for  some 
time  past  in  Chile  a  desire  to  foster  a  national  ship¬ 
building  industry.  According  to  an  extract  from  the 
“  South  Pacific  Mail  ”  (Valparaiso),  the  Chilean  Senate 
has  sent  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  for  approval  a 
Bill  providing  for  bounties  for  shipbuilding  and  the 
construction  of  marine  machinery.  Under  the  proposed  measure,  builders  of 
vessels  destined  for  the  national  mercantile  marine  or  to  be  sold  abroad, 
which  measure  more  than  100  tons  register,  are  to  receive  the  following 
grants  per  register  ton  : — (1)  Vessels  ivith  iron  or  steel  hulls :  (a)  Mechanically 
propelled  vessels,  40  pesos  (gold) ;  (b)  auxiliary  sailing  vessels,  30  I  pesos  ; 
and  (c)  sailing  vessels,  20  pesos:  and  (2)  Vessels  with  wooden  halls:  (a) 
Mechanically  propelled  or  auxiliary  sailing  vessels,  1.5  pesos ;  and  (b)  sailing 
vessels,  10  pesos. 

The  workshops  established  in  Chile  for  the  construction  of  engines  or 
auxiliary  engines  for  ships  of  the  national  mercantile  marine,  are  to  receive 
a  grant  of  5  pesos  for  every  unit  of  horse-power  developed  by  the  said 
engines. 

Floating  docks  of  iron  or  steel,  which  are  constructed  in  the  country  for 
service  in  national  or  foreign  ports,  are  to  receive  a  grant  of  30  pesos  for  each 
ton  of  lifting  capacity.  This  grant  is  to  be  increased  to  40  pesos  per  ton  for 
the  first  two  docks  constructed  in  the  country'  or  abroad,  capable  of  lifting 
8,000  tons  each,  and  which  are  installed  in  Chile  after  the  Bill  becomes  law. 
Machinery  constructed  in  the  country  for  docks  installed  in  Chilean  or 
foreign  ports  are  to  have  a  riglit  to  grants. 

„  Vessels,  docks,  and  their  machinery  constructed  for  public  service  are  not 
to  be  entitled  to  grants. 

The  grants  for  the  construction  of  vessels  and  machinery  are  to  Vie  for  a 
term  of  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  the  promulgation  of  the  project  as 
law  in  the  “  Diario  Official,”  and  the  grants  for  the  construction  ot  docks  for 
a  tenn  of  ten  years.  (D.C.I.  45,012.)

last  year  because  of  the  large  number  of  new  tiees  which  have  not  been 
destroyed.  Fruit  will  commence  to  be  cut  in  May  or  June.  St.  Thomas 
Portland,  St.  Mary, and  St.  Catherine  suffered  in  the  order  named;  St.  James 
suffered  considerably  less,  not  more  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  1918  crop  being 
affected. 

Coconuts. — In  St.  Thomas  40  per  cent,  of  the  trees  are  down ;  in  Portland 
East.  30  per  cent. ;  in  Portland  West,  7  per  cent. ;  and  in  St.  Mary,  3  jier 
cent. ;  while  in  other  Parishes  practically  no  trees  are  down.

inttusiry.  Department  of  Commerce,  who  has  made  extensive 

investigations  regarding  the  paper  industry  of  Chile,  has  estimated  that  the 
value  of  all  kinds  of  paper  consumed  annually  in  that  country  is  3,800,000  dols. 
(U.S.  currency).  This  amount  is  made  up  of  imported  paper  to  the  value  of 
3,00O,0tX)  dols.,  and  paper  manufactured  in  the  country  valued  at  800,000  dols. 

Prior  to  tlie  war  55  jier  cent,  of  the  total  inijmcts  of  paper  into  Chile  came 
from  Germany,  but  it  is  probable  that  a  large  proportion  of  this  was  of 
British  manufacture.  Since  the  outbreak  of  war  the  United  States  has  been 
the  largest  sujjplier  of  paper. 

There  are  130  printing  and  lithographic  establishments  in  Chile,  which 
spent  over  6,0<.X),00<)  dols.  on  raw  material,  labour,  etc.,  in  1915.  The  number 
of  periodicals  published  is  estimated  at  395.  i  ^5 

The  tctal  monthly  consumption  of  paper  is  put  at  9,000  tons,  of  which 
7,000  tons  are  for  newspapers.  Although  in  Southern  Chile  there  are  large

tracts  of  forest  land  contaiiiinjr  many  kinds  of  trees  suitable  for  the  paper 
industry  yet  these  are  so  mixed  with  others  that  are  useless  that  selection 
would  involve  much  trouble  and  expense.  It  is  estimated  that  a  capital 
of  tiOO.OoO  dols.  would  have  to  be  invested  in  a  plant  in  (Ihile  to  turn 
out  a  product  which  could  compete  witli  that  of  the  United  States  and 
Norway.

ARGENTINA. 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Buenos  Aires  (.Mr.  H.  O.  Chalkley)  has  for¬ 
warded  an  extract  from  a  recent  issue  of  “  La 
Prensa ’’  (Buenos  Aires),  from  which  it  appears  that 
as  a  result  of  a  conference  between  the  State  Board 
of  Sanitar3-  Works  and  the  Mini.'ter  of  Puljlic  Works, 
it  is  probable  that  retrenchment  j)roposals  will  be 
introduced  in  the  estitnates  of  the  Board. 

Nothin"  has  been  definitely  decided,  but  the  p  istpo!iement  was  discussed 
of  all  proposed  and  aj)proved  sanitary  works  which  had  not  been  actually 
commenced  both  in  the  capital  and  in  the  provinces.  The  desirability  of 
postponing  the  execution  of  the  water  supply  works  already  commenced  was 
also  considered.  This  would  affect  projects  in  the  towns  of  Cordoba, 
Tucuraan,  Santa  Fe  and  Parana.  Failures  to  comply  with  outstanding 
contracts  were  also  discussed.  (D.C.I.  43,934.) 


H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Buenos  Aires  has  also  furnished,  under  date  20th 
Jul}’,  the  following  particulars  of  the  manufacture  of 
aluminium  sulphate  at  Buenos  Aires  by  the  Board  of 
National  Public  Health  Works  (“  Obras  Sanitarias  de 
la  Nacion  ”).  It  appears  that  the  Board  requires 
annuall)'  some  S,000  tons  of  aluminium  sulphate  for 
use  in  clarifying  the  water  sup})lies  of  Buenos  Aires  and  provincial  towns 
in  Argentina.  Prior  to  the  war  the  chemical  was  obtained  principally  from 
(iermany  and  Belgium;  latterly  supplies  could  only  be  obtained  from  the 
I’nited  State.s  at  very  high  prices,  and  contract  prices  w'ere,  it  is  stated, 
double  pre-war  quotations.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Argentine 
Government,  in  191fi,  decided  to  sanction  the  expenditure  bj'  the  Board  of 
443,850  pesos  (paper)  on  the  installation  of  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  of 
aluminium  sulphate.  In  April,  1917,  the  Board  commenced  production  at  its 
new  factory.  It  is  stated  that  the  present  output  of  the  factory  is  about 
30,«X)0  kilogrammes  of  coagulant  daily,  and  that  the  results  obtained  with 
the  locally-produced  chemical  are  very  satisfactory.  Suitable  clay'  (kaolin) 
is  found  in  the  Provinces  of  Buenos  Aires  and  Cordoba;  the  necessary  supply 
for  the  Government  factory  is  obtained  at  San  Isidro;  the  sulphuric  acid 
required  in  the  process  of  manufacture  is  obtained  from  the  local  gasworks; 
and  the  electricity  consumed  in  the  factory  is  generated  at  the  Board’s  depot 
at  Palermo.

Samples  of  foreign  comjietitive  goods  and  commercial  products  which  are 
received  from  abroad  from  time  to  time  are  exhibited  at  the  Offices  of  the 
Department.

Application  to  the  Umpire. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Unemplojinent  In.surance  (Umpire)  Regulations,  1912, 
Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Umpire  has  received  ap[)lication  for  decision 
as  to  whether  contributions  are  payable  or  not  in  resfject  of  the  following 
class  of  persons  : — 

ot>l.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  construction  of  Air  Raid  Shelters  and 
Dug-Outs. 

*  ^Any  representations  with  reference  to  the  above  application  may  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Umpire  b}',  or  on  behalf  of.  any  workman  or  employer 
appearing  to  him  to  be  interested,  or  on  l)ehalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  and 
forwarded  to  the  Registrar,  Office  of  the  Umpire,  47,  Victoria  Street,  London, 
S.W.  1,  on  or  before  19th  ()ctober,  1917. 

Notice  is  further  given  that  the  Umpire  proposes  to'give  his  decision  on 
the  above  application  on  or  after  22nd  October,  1917. 

Extract  from  Regulations. 

S.  If  before  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  any  representations  with  reference 
to  the  application  are  made  in  writing  to  the  Umpire  by  or  on  behalf  of  any 
workman  or  employer  appearing  to  him  to  be  interesteil,  or  the  Board  of  Trade, 
the  Umpire  shall  take  those  representations  into  his  consuleration,  and  the 
Umpire  may  at  any  time  before  the  said  ilate  require  any  persons  to  supply  to 
him  such  information  in  writing  as  he  thinks  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  him  to  give  a  decision. 

All  such  representations  and  information  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any 
employer  or  workman  appearing  to  the  Umpire  to  be  interested  or  any  persons 
authorised  in  that  behalf  by  any  such  employer  or  workman  or  the  Board  of  Trade. 

4.  Any  persons  claiming  to  be  interested  may  apply  to  the  Umpire  to  be 
heard  by  him  orally  in  reference  to  any  application  under  these  Regulations,  and 
the  Umpire  may,  in  any  case  in  which  he  thinks  it  desirable,  require  the 
attendance  of  any  person  before  him  to  give  oral  information  on  the  subject  of 
any  application. 


The  decision  of  the  Umpire  upon  the  foregoing  will  be  announced  in  the 
“  Board  of  Treuie  Journal  ”  in  due  course. 


NATIONAL  INSURANCE  (UNEMPLOYMENT)  ACTS,  1911  TO  1916. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decision  by  the*  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire) 
Regulations,  the  Minister  of  Labour  hereby  gives  Notice  of  the  following 
decision  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions  are  payable:— 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of ; — 

2389X.  Workmen  described  as  painters  employed  by  a  firm  of  manu¬ 
facturers  and  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  painting  street  lanterns  or  steel 
bookstacks  at  the  works. 

Xote. — Decisions  in  which  the  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  are 
payable  under  the  National  Insurance  (Part  II.)  (Munition  Workers)  Act, 
1916,  are  indicated  by  the  letter  X  at  the  end  of  the  number,  e.g.,  1554X. 
Contributions  under  these  decisions  are  payable  as  from  the  4th  September, 
1916. 

Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question  has  been 
decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not  admitting  of  reason¬ 
able  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question"  of 
general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a  previous 
decision,  are  not  published. 
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
